
Heroic teenager saves 
neighbour from river

A TEENAGER gave his next door 
neighbour a Christmas present 
to remember - by saving his life. 

Ian Taylor, 42, was clean¬ 
ing rubbish from the river at 
the back of his home at Soham 
Lode, when he got into diffi¬ 
culty. 

Although the river is only 
around 2 to 3ft deep, there are 
hidden pockets of silt, which Mr 
Taylor did not realise. 

Before he knew it, the father- 
of-one, who lives in Mill Corner, 
Soham, with his wife, Naomi, 
44, had stepped into the silt and 
quickly began to sink. 

He started to shout for help 
but was sinking by the second 
and by the time Naomi had 
rushed down to the water’s edge 
the water was up to his armpits 
with just his arms and head 
above the water. 

Thankfully Ian’s next door 
neighbour, Sarah Bennett, 
heard him screaming for help 
and rushed upstairs to get her 
son, Harry, 19, who was asleep. 

Without a pause for thought, 
Harry, a former Soham Village 
College student, donned his 
waders and rushed outside. He 
climbed over the garden fence 


and leapt into the river before 
dragging Ian from the silt and to 
the riverbank to safety. 

Another frantic neighbour 
had dialled 999 and firefighters 
arrived moments after Harry 
had got Ian to safety. 

Harry, who lives with his mum 
and dad, Mark, said: “I was in 
bed at the time so didn’t have a 
clue what was going on. 

“Everyone else was too scared 
to jump in the water but I know 
the river well. 

“I’ve been in the river ever 
since I was a little boy so know 


where all the silt areas are. Ian 
obviously doesn’t know where 
they are, which is why he was 
sinking. 

“He was sinking really quite 
fast and the outcome certainly 
could’ve been a lot worse. 

“It was a struggle to drag him 
from the silt but I don’t feel like 
a hero - I just feel like I helped 
him out.” 

But Ian, who works as a civil 
servant, said: “I do feel like Har¬ 
ry saved my life. I hadn’t been 
into the river before but had

slow at college 


A COLLEGE has been told it is 
not progressing fast enough 
to get out of special measures. 

Ofsted inspectors visited 
Newmarket College in No¬ 
vember for a second monitor¬ 
ing inspection after it was put 
in special measures in April. 

Inspector Ian Middleton 
said: “Having considered 
all the evidence I am of the 
opinion that at this time the 
school is not making enough 
progress towards the removal 
of special measures.” 

Despite improvements to 
GCSE results, achievements 
were still too low and students 
were left inadequately pre¬ 
pared for employment, the 
report stated.

There are still weaknesses 
in teaching, but Mr Middle- 
ton said: “Improvements in 
teaching have speeded up 
since the September review 
in which all teachers re¬ 
ceived feedback about 
the strengths and 
weaknesses of their 
work. This includes 
consistently good 
teachers who are 
equally keen to refine 
their skills further.” 

Restructuring of lead¬ 
ership and the working re¬ 
lationship with Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill has 
been positive but the impact 



is “at an early stage”, he said. 

Interim head Nick Froy 
said: “The report has con¬ 
firmed my assessment of the 
position of the college and 
the areas that need rapid im¬ 
provement. We are working 
very hard to address all 
these development ar¬ 
eas with the support 
of the local authority 
and staff from Sam¬ 
uel Ward Multi Acad¬ 
emy Trust. 

“We are being as 
transparent as pos¬ 
sible in the process of 
improvement and will con¬ 
tinue to keep parents and the 
community informed of de¬ 
velopments during 2014.”

Jobs lost as 
Blockbuster 
store shuts 

BLOCKBUSTER has closed its 
doors for the last time. 

The DVD rental company, 
which has been dodging clo¬ 
sure since January, shut its 
Newmarket shop on Sunday. 

Blockbuster collapsed for 
the first time in January but 
was sold to Gordon Brothers 
Europe in March. 

More than 800 jobs have 
been lost nationwide. 

Joint administrators Simon 
Thomas and Nick O’Reilly 
said: “It is with regret that we 
have to make this announce¬ 
ment, we appreciate this is a 
difficult time for all concerned 
and would like to thank staff 
for their professionalism and 
support over the past month. 

“Unfortunately, we were 
unable to secure a buyer for 
the group as a going concern 
and as a result had to take the 
regrettable action to close the 
remaining stores.” 

Retail expert Dan Wagner 
said: “The retail landscape is 
becoming more complex than 
ever before. Consumer buying 
behaviour has changed radi¬ 
cally in the past 12 months 
with the plethora of mobile 
and handheld devices. 

“The road to survival does 
not lie in aggressive discount¬ 
ing - in fact, it’s quite the re¬ 
verse. The smart money is on 
the retailers who have made 
themselves easily available 
wherever their customers are 
wanting to buy.”

Bobbies on bikes raise 
over £15,000 for charity 


THE pedal power of police officers 
has raised over £15,000 for a military 
charity. 

Staff and officers from Suffolk police 
raised £15,031 for SSAFA by taking part 
in Bobby on a Bike - an annual bike ride 
which saw 62 riders cycle 100 miles over 
four days. 

After taking part in the ride in May, 
the record amount was handed to the 
charity, who provide lifelong support to 
people in the services, this week. 

Pc Neil Smith, a dog handler who 
organises the annual ride from Suffolk to 


Wales, said: "The ride was the biggest so 
far and all those taking part did a great 
job at taking on the challenge and raising 
a large amount of money. 

"Being able to support other charities 
through Bobby on a Bike, and providing 
the knowledge and experience we have 
gained through our own organised rides 
has been really rewarding and something 
we are keen to continue with." 

The challenge is seen as one of the 
hardest cycling challenges in the UK, and 
fundraises for a different charity every 
year. 


Cash boost for a 
village post office 


CHRISTMAS has come 
early for a village post of¬ 
fice - thanks to a £10,000 
cash boost from the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Postmaster Neil Rowl- 
ingson joined forces with 
two social enterprises - 
Burwell Community Print 
(BCP) and Snakehall Farm, 
in Reach - to come up with 
the idea for an electronic 
notice board at Burwell 
Post Office to advertise the 
work of charities and com¬ 
munity events. 

The post office, in The 
Causeway, is one of only 
25 branches chosen from 
across the country as win¬ 
ners of the £10,000 grant

from the Community En¬ 
terprise Fund. 

Neil said: “It is fantas¬ 
tic news. I was extremely 
pleased when we won as 
were my friends at Snake- 
hall Farm and BCP. 

“We put our heads to¬ 
gether and came up with 
this idea of a noticeboard 
so charities, social en¬ 
terprises and businesses 
could advertise their work.” 

Both social enterpises 
work with people with 
learning difficulties and 
part of the funding will 
be used to train someone 
from BCP to create adverts 


for businesses, to help gen¬ 
erate funds for the organi¬ 
sation. 

Minister for Communi¬ 
ties Stephen Williams said: 
“The millions of people 
visiting branches to post 
cards and parcels at the 
moment remind us of the 
huge community role 
the Post Office plays, 
but this will not 
just stop in Janu¬ 
ary, it goes on all 
year round. 

“Post offices 
are becoming 
community hubs, 
getting local peo¬ 
ple and businesses 
involved with each 


other, learning new skills, 
and sharing information 
and today is a big step for¬ 
ward with 25 areas becom¬ 
ing even more active.” 

Other successful propos¬ 
als included providing free 
wi-fi access and IT train¬ 
ing, developing communi¬ 
ty apps and websites to 
inform people about 
local services and 
a scheme to pro¬ 
tect elderly and 
vulnerable peo¬ 
ple from winter 
freezes by keep¬ 
ing them in touch 
with neighbours, 
services and chari¬ 
ties.

Horse owner, 
25, is banned

A HORSE owner has been 
banned from keeping horses 
for five years after one of his 
fillies was found “close to 
death”. 

Scott Daley, 25, has also 
been fined £1,000 after be¬ 
ing charged with failing to 
provide a suitable diet, para¬ 
site control and veterinary 
care for a three-year-old filly 
called Sapphire. 

The RSPCA were called 
to Barcham Farm in Soham 
in May after receiving a call 
about the black pony. In¬ 
spectors found her to be in 
an emaciated condition and 
very weak. 

Inspector Richard Lythgoe 
said: “This poor pony was 
pretty close to death when 
we found her - incredibly 
thin and in a very bad way. 

“She was lucky to survive 
and would have suffered a 
great deal for some time. 

“If only Sapphire had been 
taken to the vets sooner she 
wouldn’t have got into such 
a bad state. 


“The veterinary report 
pointed to malnutrition and 
lack of veterinary treatment 
for the reasons behind her 
being in such a state.” 

Daley, of Cornwell Close, 
Soham, was found guilty of 
causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to Sapphire at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court on 
December 10. 

As well as the fine, he was 
disqualified from keeping 
horses for five years and was 
made subject to a two-year 
conditional discharge. 

Sapphire has since made 
a full recovery and is now in 
the care of World Horse Wel¬ 


fare, where she is waiting to 
find a new home. 

However, because of the 
long-term malnutrition, she 
now has growth problems 
with her front legs, which 
means she will never be able 
to be ridden. 

It is the second time this 
year that Barcham Stables 
have been at the centre of an 
RSPCA case. 

In August, racehorse 
trainer Michael Hammond, 
of Lester Piggott Way, New¬ 
market, was fined £1,000 
after his horse, Galaxy, was 
found in a similar emaciated 
state at the site.

It is perfectly reasonable for 
people who work and shop in 
Newmarket to expect to park 
easily. It is a bind if you cannot park 
outside your house but it is not a 
right.

It's time this 
was settled... 

WHEN I was a District Councillor, I 
was a proponent of free parking in 
Newmarket. Sadly, I fear those days 
will never return. A prime reason 


for parking fees is not merely to 
raise money to cover parking costs 
but to control use of limited parking 
space: the old Rookery car park was 
frequently blocked up by long stay 
parkers. 

Unfortunately introduction of 
charges saw many long stayers 
move onto side streets and thus 
exacerbate existing parking 
problems for residents. Long stay 
parking - under permit - has for 
a while been available on the top 
floor of the multi-storey but with 
little take-up. 

Sundry parking surveys have not 
been conclusive and Newmarket 
has just muddled along. Now, 
perhaps, is the time to grasp the 
nettle. Many of the streets most 
affected with parking problems 
were built before car use was the 
norm. 

Residents do not have a right 
to park in the street outside their 
house or even in the street they live 
in. Absence of parking facility will 
- and will have been - reflected in 
house values. 

Possibly an introduction of 
residents' parking zones would see 
an increase in house values and it 
is, I feel, reasonable that parking 
in designated RPZ's should be 
restricted to residents of that street. 

RPZ's will involve signage and 
policing - which cost money. The 
only real alternative to RPZ's, I feel, 
is continuation of the 'free for all' 


and existing problems. 

Many households today have 
more than one vehicle but I would 
suggest that one parking permit per 
household must be the priority. 

It is possible that charges might be 
levied for RPZ's to cover costs but it 
may be that fines for illegal parking 
could cover some costs. 

Equally, there must be some 
charge for long stay parking permits 
in car parks - but substantially less 
than a parking fine. 

Residents may well feel they 
already pay for parking privileges 
through Council Tax and there 
might be a case for concessions. It 
is surely advisable, however, that 
visitors contribute to parking costs 
by paying to park. 

If the Home of Horseracing 
Centre and a revitalised town 
centre attract extra visitors it will be 
essential to have adequate parking 
and cover any extra costs with 
parking charges so that these costs 
do not become an extra burden on 
residents through increased taxes. 

It does somewhat beg the 
question "Is your journey really 
necessary?" Might many residents 
be encouraged to walk, cycle, taxi 
or use an improved bus service ? 

2014 could be interesting, car 
parking wise. Meanwhile, Merry 
Christmas, one and all.

Council consult 
over drinking 


DRINKING in town centre 
streets could be a thing of the 
past as a new consultation is 
launched over public drink¬ 
ing. 

Newmarket residents will 
be asked to give their views to 
Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) about the introduc¬ 
tion of a Designated Public 
Place Order (DPPO) for the 
area around the High Street. 

Under the order it will not 
be an offence to drink alco¬ 
hol, but police will be able to 
confiscate alcohol from trou¬ 
blemakers and anyone who 
carries on drinking when 
asked to stop, or refuses to 
hand over their alcohol could 
be arrested and/or fined up 
to £500. 

Cllr Nigel Roman, cabinet 
member for Licensing Policy 
at FHDC, said: “The order 
is not intended to lead to a

comprehensive ban. We ex¬ 
pect it to be used in line with 
Home Office best practice to 
prevent anti-social behav¬ 
iour.” 

The request to consult on 
introducing an alcohol-free 
zone came from Newmarket 
Town Council last year when 
Cllr Joy Uney raised concerns 
about drinking in Church 
Lane and New Cut. 

Cllr Roman said: “We are 
working on the principle

Christmas 
strikes 
planned 
for FBU 

FIREFIGHTERS still strike 
on Christmas Eve and New 
Year’s Eve as part of an on¬ 
going row over pensions. 

Members of the Fire Bri¬ 
gades Union (FBU) will 
walk out between 7pm and 
midnight on December 24, 
6.30pm and 12.30am on 
December 31 and 6.30am 
and 8.30am on lanuary 3. 

On top of these strike pe¬ 
riods, on Christmas Eve all 
members in Scotland and 
those working in control 
centres across England, 
Scotland and Wales will 
refuse to work voluntary 
overtime for the first time. 

FBU General Secretary, 
Matt Wrack, said: “Fire¬ 
fighters provide a first- 
class standard of service 
24-hours a day, 365 days a 
year, and these strikes will 
remind government just 
how reliant they are on our 
members’ professionalism, 
commitment and flexibil¬ 
ity. 

These will take the total 
of strikes in recent months 
up to nine, following two 
evenings of industrial ac¬ 
tion this weekend. 

Firefighters walked out 
between 6pm and 10pm on 
Friday and Saturday with 
four emergency calls taken 
on Friday night in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and five on Sat¬ 
urday. 

In Suffolk, it is believed 
21 out of 35 fire stations 
were up and running dur¬ 
ing the strike action. 

Chris Strickland, deputy 
chief fire officer at Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service said: “Whilst 
our day-to-day services 
were severely disrupted by 
the strike, the commitment 
of our on-call, support and 
operational managers en¬ 
sured that we were able to 
fulfil our legal duty to pro¬ 
vide a fire and rescue ser¬ 
vice.” 

He added: “Our thanks 
goes out to the community 
for taking extra care this 
evening and putting safety 
at the forefront of their 
minds.”

Fresh criticism 


over schooling 


EDUCATION in the region 
has come under scrutiny fol¬ 
lowing a critical report from 
the education watchdog. 

In its annual report for 
2012/13, Ofsted found only 
66 per cent of pupils in Suf¬ 
folk primary schools attend 
good or outstanding schools 
- which places the county 
139th out of 150 local au¬ 
thorities in England. 

At secondary level 73 per 
cent of pupils attend good or 
outstanding schools, putting 
the county in 84th place. 

Sean Harford, Ofsted’s re¬ 
gional director for the East, 
said: “Despite the relative af¬ 
fluence of the region, prima¬ 
ry school pupils in the East 
of England have one of the 
lowest chances of attending 
a good school in the country. 

“It cannot be right that 
nearly 250,000 children are 
going to a school that is not 
good enough.” 

Secondary education 
standards are improving but 
the picture for primary aged 
children is “dire”, he said. 

Mr Harford said inspec-

tions in September gave “a 
grave cause for concern” as 
too many school were rated 
less than good. 

However education chiefs 
insisted progress is being 
made and improving attain¬ 
ment was a top priority. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, cabi¬ 
net member for education, 
skills and young people, 
said: “We’re focused on mak¬ 
ing sure every child in Suf¬ 
folk has the opportunity to 
fulfil their potential, which 
includes going to a good or 
outstanding school.” 

The issues in the 
report were well 
known to the coun¬ 
ty council, accord¬ 
ing to Cllr Cham¬ 
bers, and they 
are being tackled 
through the Raising 
the Bar programme, 
which aims to improve 
attainment and aspira¬ 
tion. 

She said: “We’re pleased 
that Ofsted has recognised 


the work we and schools 
are doing to drive up attain¬ 
ment. 

“The latest Key Stage 2 and 
GCSE results show that Suf¬ 
folk is making progress.” 

One of the school’s praised 
in the Eastern region was 
Samuel Ward Academy, in 
Haverhill, whose headteach¬ 
er Howard Lay has become 
executive principal of New¬ 
market College. 

Mr Lay said: “We have only 
been involved in Newmarket 
College a few weeks, and we 
are looking at sponsoring 
them from Easter to be part 
of the multi-academy 
:ust. 

“Most people are 
realistic about the 
time it takes to 
change a school. 
We will put the 
school on an up¬ 
ward stretch, so it 
will continue im¬ 
proving. 

“We want to sustain 
improvement and not just go 
in with a quick fix so it can 
continue to change.”

VETS have transformed the 
life of a dog thought to have 
been used for hare coursing 
after she was left abandoned 
on a riverbank. 

18-month-old Flo the 
lurcher was found bad¬ 
ly injured, exhausted 
and collapsed by a pas¬ 
serby in an area of Lin¬ 
colnshire. 

After being rushed to a 
local vet for treatment, she 
was found to be paralysed 
with a broken neck and was 
quickly sent to Dick White 
Referrals (DWR) veterinary 
centre, in Six Mile Bottom. 

Jan Wade, a spokesperson 
for DWR said: “She was given 
a thorough examination and 
an MRI scan. It was obvious 
from the scan that her neck 
was broken.” 

Flo was given two rounds 
of surgery to remove bone 
splinters and blood clots and 
pins were placed in her neck 
to hold it in place. 

While vets thought Flo 
would not be walking for

two to four weeks, she defied 
them all and was up on her 
feet in under a week. 

Ms Wade added: “It’s in¬ 
credible how quickly she has 
started walking. 

“It’s is definitely going to 
take work but she has done 
amazingly well so far.” 

Dick White works with 
charities to do as much as 
they can “with as much dis¬ 
count as possible” for ani¬ 
mals brought in by charities. 


Vets gave a 50 per cent 
discount to carry out Flo’s 
operations, with the RSPCA 
fundraising for the rest. 

Flo is now well on her way 
to recovery and will eventu¬ 
ally be rehomed. 

Ms Wade said: “Flo is the 
sweetest girl. She’s so brave 
and she’s in great spirits. 

“She has done amazingly 
well so far and the vet has 
said he is delighted with the 
progress she is making.”

CHRISTMAS dinner is no time 
for experimenting. 

The pressure to deliver a 
tasty meal for all the fam¬ 
ily can be a bit overwhelming. 
It’s enough to concentrate on 
not overdoing the carrots and 
making sure the gravy’s not 
lumpy, without throwing new 
flavour combinations into the 
equation. 

There’s also the question of 
tradition. We all have memo¬ 
ries of bland, tasteless boiled 
sprouts, only vaguely spheri¬ 
cal because they’ve been 
cooked for almost as long as 
the turkey, but for some, that’s 
just as much a part of Christ¬ 
mas as wearing a stupid paper 
hat, or watching an Only Fools 


And Horses repeat. 

Some traditions, however, 
just aren’t worth persevering 
with. A recent survey by BBC 
Good Food Magazine found 
56% of people would quite 
happily ditch Christmas pud¬ 
ding, with it being the least- 
favourite part of the festive 
feast, but you can bet your last 
hidden sixpence that plenty 
will still be dishing it up come 
December 25. 

The magazine’s editor, Gil¬ 
lian Carter, says: “Christmas 
is all about tradition, and 
many of us love the classic 
Christmas Day dishes we grew 
up with. But there’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with creating your 
own family traditions - and if

no one in your family wants 
Christmas pud, don’t make 
it just for old time’s sake. Try 
something new.” 

The rich, stodgy dessert is 
even less popular than Brus¬ 
sels sprouts, with around 40% 


admitting they don’t like or 
enjoy eating them. Of course, 
not liking a particular vegeta¬ 
ble is perfectly reasonable, but 
the odds are stacked against 
sprouts. They’ve never really 
been given a fair crack, unlike, 
say, pigs in blankets, which 
everyone seems to love. 

Cooked properly, there’s 
no reason sprouts can’t start 
competing with roast pota¬ 
toes, which a whopping 95% 
in the study said were their 
favourite part of Christmas 
dinner. 

Heston Blumenthal under¬ 
stands that, and says roasties 
should form the centrepiece 
of your Christmas Day cook¬ 
ing. 


“Work out all your timings to 
suit,” he says. “Whatever meat 
you’re having can be cooked 
in advance and kept warm, 
your veg can be reheated, but 
your roast potatoes can’t.” 

Yotam Ottolenghi suggests 
roasting Brussels sprouts, too. 
This way, he says, they stay 
whole, lose none of their fla¬ 
vour through boiling, and are 
completely delicious. 

“Just a little olive oil, salt and 
pepper, in the oven on 180C 
for around 25 minutes,” he in¬ 
structs. 

Steaming Brussels is anoth¬ 
er great way of cooking them. 
After around eight minutes, 
so they’ve still got a bit of bite, 
toss them in a frying pan with 


butter, some parsley, a little 
water and some seasoning, 
and perhaps even a lick of sin¬ 
gle cream. 

On to the carrots. Now you 
could just boil these in salted 
water, but why not try vichy 
carrots, which aren’t much 
more effort but taste infinitely 
better? 

Into the water - or good 
chicken stock for extra luxury 
- add a teaspoon or two of 
muscovado or molasses sugar, 
a large knob of butter and a 
few sprigs of thyme. Cook on 
a high simmer for about 45 
minutes until the liquid has 
gone and you’re left with soft, 
slightly sticky, flavoursome 
carrots.

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Men in court 
over a row 
in the street 


TWO young men have been sentenced af¬ 
ter making violent threats in a row over a 
parked car, a court has heard. 

Daniel Clements-Dutson, of Hereward 
Avenue, Mildenhall, pleaded guilty to us¬ 
ing threatening words and behaviour on 
Wednesday at Ipswich Crown Court. 

His friend Karl Mayes, of Green Acre, 
Pymoor, near Ely, also pleaded guilty to 
the same charge. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, told the 
court that during the early evening of 
May 6, a man living in Hereward Avenue, 
Mildenhall had begun shouting and mak¬ 
ing threats towards Clements-Dutson. 

Clements-Dutson, 21, responded with 
his own threats of violence and his friend 
Mayes joined in, said Mr Sadd. 

The court heard that an 11-year-old 
was among the residents who witnessed 
the ruckus, which had begun in a row 
about parking. 

Mr Sadd said: “It was grown men in a 
public place in front of people in their 


homes who saw and heard them threat¬ 
ening violence to each other.” 

Defending, Richard Potts said that 
Clements-Dutson had come out into the 
street because the neighbour, who had 
been shouting abuse for what witnesses 
said was about 20 minutes, was “making 
a scene”. 

Mayes, 27, had arrived looking for 
his friend and joined in making violent 
threats. 

His barrister fonathan Goodman said: 
“In hindsight he should have just walked 
away and distanced himself.” 

The court heard the neighbour in¬ 
volved had received a police caution for 
his behaviour. 

fudge fohn Devaux imposed a condi¬ 
tional discharge for 12 months on Mayes 
and for 18 months on Clements-Dutson 
who has a number of previous convic¬ 
tions. 

Both men will have to pay £75 prosecu¬ 
tion costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

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Inspiring story of man 
behind The Big Issue 


Going from the slums of London, via prison and 
homelessness, to become the founder of The Big 
Issue - arguably the world’s most successful social 
enterprise - John Bird’s life story is worthy of a big 
screen script. Alice Ryan met him at his Cambridge 
home, to talk about fame, fortune and the future of 
society. 


W HEN I arrive on John 
Bird’s doorstep, the 
truth is I don’t know 
what to expect. Founder of 
The Big Issue and an ardent 
social reformer, John’s a 
self-described ‘ex-Marxist, 
Leninist, Trotskyist’ with 
forthright views on just about 
every subject, from family size 
(“If you want a life, you have to 
curtail the amount of children 
you have”) to the structure 
of the economy (“The gap 
between rich and poor is not 
magicked from thin air - it’s 
created by us”). 

Even his byline cartoon - he 
still has a weekly column in 
the Issue - has a dis agree- 
if-you-dare air: he’s looking 
down his nose at the reader 
and poking a finger in their 
face. At the same time. 

John’s a poster ‘poor boy 
made good’: born into the 
London slums, he went 
through a children’s home, 
prison and homelessness 
before pulling himself up by 
the proverbial bootstraps and 
becoming the globally-known 
social entrepreneur - and 
MBE, no less - he is today. 

We’re meeting at the cottage 
home he shares with third 
wife Parveen and their two 
small children. Set in one of 
Cambridge’s prettiest necklace 
villages, it’s a lovely spot. 

John has an hour-long 
window in what he calls his 
‘peripatetic’ schedule; just 
after the kids have gone to 
school, and just before he 
catches a flight up north 


(where he’s giving a talk on 
making social enterprise 
a mandatory part of the 
curriculum). 

But if he feels the time 
pressure, John doesn’t let it 
show. Fetching 
me coffee before swinging his 
socked feet up onto the sofa, 
he’s friendly, solicitous - and 
absolutely brilliant company 

Having kissed the Blarney 
Stone at his Irish mother’s 
knee, John is a natural 
raconteur who often takes 
off at a tangent; he loves a 
tangent. Take this excerpt from 
our conversation: 

John: I’m not sure how old 
you are... 

Me: Quite old. 

John: So you know about 
Tubular Bells? 

Me: The Mike Oldjield 
album? Well, the only thing 
I know for sure is that Alan 
Rickman did the voiceover bit. 

John: Ah, Alan! We were at 
Chelsea School of Art together. I 
was homeless at the time, sofa- 
surfing, and he was good to me: 
he gave me clothes, gave me 
food, gave me cash. But I was 
a git to him because he wasn’t 


particularly good at pulling the 
girls and I had all the patter, 
you know? 

Me: [Silenced at the thought 
of Alan Rickman being a 
dud with girls and having 
totally lost the thread of the 
conversation] Really? 

John: He was in that film 
with that big Irish bloke... 

Me: Liam Neeson? 

John: That’s the one. Now 
I don’t know him, but I used 
to babysit his wife [Natasha 
Richardson, who died in 2009 
after a skiing accident]. I was 
in the Workers Revolutionary 
Party with her mother, Vanessa 
Redgrave, you see, and used to 
deliver papers to the house... 

You get the picture. I’d be 
happy to sit and shoot the 
breeze with John all day long. 
But - as Parveen points out, 
when she sticks her head 
round the door to check we’re 
on track - time is pressing. 

So we get back to business 
and talk about Cambridge, the 
city John made his home in 
2008. 

“I first came to Cambridge 
when I was 17 and had 
just come out of a boys’ 


reformatory. I’d started to 
draw and paint while I was 
inside and I was obsessed with 
art, totally obsessed. 

“It was the October of 1963 

- almost exactly 50 years ago 

- and there was an exhibition 
of British watercolours at the 
Fitzwilliam. I was mad about 
watercolours, still am. 

“So I decided to hitch 
to Cambridge... I can still 
remember walking up King’s 
Parade. I thought ‘I love this 
place. I’m going to live here 
one day’. I finally moved here 
at the age of 62: it only took 
me 45 years...” 

It may sound a long time 
but, when you consider how 
far John journeyed in those 
intervening years, it’s awe¬ 
inspiring stuff. 

The fifth child of a huge 
Catholic family - “My mum 
seemed to turn around and 
fall pregnant. Of course we 
thought Jesus was on our side, 
giving us all those blessings” 

- John’s account of his 
poverty-stricken childhood is 
unflinching. 

“It was good and terrible, 
meaning that we knew 
everyone on our street and we 
looked out for each other, but 
we also had the highest infant 
mortality rate in the UK. 

“But in spite of the 
suffering - the poverty, the 
malnutrition, the drinking, 
the violence, the dirt, the rats 

- we were very solid with each 
other.” 

Living in two rooms of 
a house ‘built in the 1890s 


for posh people who never 
arrived’, his parents were 
evicted for non-payment of 
rent; the same thing happened 
time and again, until John 
ended up in a children’s home. 

Not, I suggest, the most 
auspicious of starts. “No. But 
if you work on improving 
yourself, making the most 
out of the little you have got, 
then you can become an 
extrordinarily strong person - 
and very, very successful.” 

He is, presumably, living 
proof? “Ah, well, my problem 
is that I still have some of 
the tendencies that were put 
into me in childhood. I can 
be very aggressive -1 have 
to control my temper - and I 
have a tendency to drink too 
much. That’s a London Irish 
background for you. 

“I was surrounded by adults 
who didn’t seem to behave in a 
very grown up sort of way...” 

Begging from as young as 
5 and thieving at 10, a string 
of petty crimes and a spell in 
detention followed in John’s 
teens; after running away and 
totalling a car at 102mph, he 
found himself confined to a 
solitary prison cell. 

“This screw, whose job 
it was to make sure I didn’t 
run away or commit suicide, 
asked me if I wanted a book. 

I’d left school without really 
being able to read and write; 
back then they didn’t really 
understand dyslexia, and I’m 
borderline dyslexic. 

“I said I didn’t want a book 
and the screw said ‘You can’t 


read, can you?’... He told 
me to go through the book, 
underline everything I didn’t 
understand and he’d help me. 

“And he really did help. 

He was very kind and the 
influence he had on me and 
my life was phenomenal.” 

A second game-changer 
came in John’s early 20s, when 
he met Gordon Roddick - 
future husband of Anita and 
co-founder of both The Body 
Shop and The Big Issue. 

“I was in this pub in 
Scotland, hiding from the 
police. I was still a naughty 
boy... I’d go into restaurants, 
invite all my friends, run 
up a huge tab and then 
fight the police when they 
inevitably arrived; I got done 
for aggravated assault and 
incurring debt through fraud. 

“A whole slew of these 
things accumulated and 
they put me on bail, which 
I jumped, because I knew 
they were going to send me 
down. I wasn’t a professional 
criminal, I was an itchy arse, a 
wide boy. I never robbed any 
individuals. 

“Anyway, I was in this 
pub and Gordon and I were 
attracted by each other’s big 
noses: mine was broken and 
squashed, making me look 
like a thug, and his was just 
enormous, which it still is. 

“We became friends, saw 
each other for about a year 
and then I didn’t see him for 
another 20 years - and that 
was on TV in the late 80s, by 
which time he’d become a 
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multi-millionaire.” 

In the meantime, John 
had ‘trained’ as a printer. “I’d 
get a job as a printer, last a 
few hours until they realised 
I wasn’t a printer, then get 
another job. 

“One day I did a superb 
interview for a job, was offered 
it and then shown the press 
afterwards. I said ‘Ah, yes, my 
machine was a 70208, so I’m 
afraid you’re going to have 
to train me on that model’. 
Within three weeks I was the 
best printer they’d ever had.” 

Having seen his ‘old mate’ 
on the telly, John decided to 
look Gordon up. “He said ‘Are 
you one of those people who 
crawl out of the woodwork 
when someone becomes 
incredibly successful?’ and I 
said ‘Yes’.” 

John’s plan was to tender for 
all The Body Shop’s printing 
work, but the contracts were 
already spoken for. “But we 
became mates again. And 
then, in about 1990, 

Gordon went to New 
York and met a 
homeless guy, 
selling a street 
paper...” 

And so the 
seed of The Big 
Issue was sown. 

The premise Gordon 
and John devised 
was simple: to produce a 
magazine for the homeless to 
buy and then sell on for a 50 
per cent profit. “We wanted 
to decriminalise the people 
begging on the streets of 
London. At the end of the 
Thatcherite period there 
were literally thousands of 
them.” Billed as ‘a hand up, 
not a hand out’, John explains 
the aim was - and still is - 
to help the homeless help 
themselves. 

Best-case scenario, selling 
The Big Issue is the first step 
on the road to a radical life- 
change: John has umpteen 
stories to tell about sellers 
who’ve gone on to win 
bravery medals (preventing a 
mugging, saving a drowning 
child) and achieve financial 
success (one guy, who sold the 
Issue for 10 years, came up to 
shake John’s hand at a book 
festival - and tell him that he 
now runs his own publishing 
company). 


But he’s also realistic. “Look, 
if someone’s on a downward 
slope, we can’t necessarily 
get them back up it - but we 
can help stop them going any 
lower. Some of the younger 
sellers move on really quickly, 
others might sell the Issue for 
the rest of their lives.” 

When The Big Issue 
launched, there were 
naysayers; even John admits 
‘I didn’t think it would last, 
either’. Having celebrated its 
21st birthday last year - and 
continuing to sell a very 
respectable 100,000-plus 
copies a week in the UK, no 
mean feat in our brave new 
digital world - the magazine 
is now a fixture in our society, 
and the sellers a fixture on our 
streets. 

“I left Marxism because I 
realised everything was going 
to be sorted out after the 
revolution, and I thought ‘I’m 
not going to be here then, 

I want to be useful now’. 
One of the reasons 
I started The Big 
Issue is that I 
wanted to be 
useful.” 

And useful 
he continues 
to be. Currently 
working with 
around 2,000 
homeless and 
vulnerably housed 
people nationwide, The Big 
Issue put more than £5million 
in the pockets of its vendors 
last year alone. The Big Issue 
Foundation, a registered 
charity, works to provide 
vendors with vital support 
and services, from housing to 
health. 

John credits ‘the incredible 
capacity of the British public 
to want to help people’ with 
the magazine’s enduring 
success. 

But times, they are 
a-changing. With hard copy 
sales inevitably dropping 
back, a new digital publication 
is in development: called The 
Big Answer, it will see vendors 
train to become roving 
reporters. 

And John’s been diversifying 
on a personal level, too. Not 
long ago he held a show and 
sale of his artwork, which 
raised £5,000 for the cause, 
and he’s moving into comedy 


next year, with a stand-up 
tour planned for spring. (“I 
am actually very funny,” he 
confides. This, I point out, is 
not in doubt.) 

But perhaps the project 
closest to John’s heart is The 
Necessity of Poverty, a book 
he published last year. It’s a 
treatise of sorts; a reasoned 
argument explaining why 
poverty is still such a problem 
- and what he believes we can 
do to solve it. 

“I’m thinking of turning 
it into an opera,” says John, 
brandishing a copy and 
breaking into song: “The 
Necessity of Poverty: The 
Opera... That might get it 
noticed.” 

He’s disappointed, you 
see. Though the book sold 
reasonably well, it failed to 
‘turn into a movement’, which 
is what John was aiming for. 

“Until we have socially 
controlled forms of 
distribution, we will always be 
making money for others,” he 
explains. 

“Unless we create social 
Tescos, in other words, we’ll 
see the gap between rich 
and poor become larger and 
larger.” 

John concedes that, since 
The Big Issue began, some 
positive social changes have 
been made. “From Mr Major 
onwards, a lot of money 
has been invested in getting 
people off the streets, but 
it hasn’t been invested in 
changing them: it’s like they’re 
taken on half a journey and 
parked up.” 

With homelessness on the 
rise again in the wake of the 
credit crunch, there is still 
plenty of work to be done: 

2012 saw the biggest increase 
in people officially classed as 
homeless for almost a decade. 

But John is positive about 
the future; he’s a man who 
seemingly sees potential in 
everything and everyone. 

“We need to remove 
the culture of poverty and 
replace it with aspiration, 
with opportunity. I’ve always 
campaigned against accepting 
poverty. The first step is to 
start from where you are, to 
clean up your own backyard. 

“It’s like I said: you have 
start with improving yourself.” 

Wise words. From a man

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How to avoid getting ‘gift creep’ 


WITH Christmas Day almost 
upon us, have you got your 
present shopping all wrapped 
up? Or are you panicking you 
haven’t bought enough? Vicky 
Shaw reports on the danger¬ 
ous phenomenon of‘gift creep’ 

So, you’ve traipsed round 
the shops, scoured the inter¬ 
net and, after stocking up on 
Christmas gifts for family and 
friends, you’re now putting 
your feet up for a well-earned 
rest. 

But just as you bite into that 
mince pie and take the first sip 
of that mulled wine, doubts 
start popping into your mind. 

Will your father-in-law really 
fit into that reindeer jumper 
you bought him? Will your 
nephew really like the wooden 
train set? 

If this sounds familiar, it 
could mean you’re a victim 
of ‘gift creep’ - a new phrase 
coined to sum up those lit¬ 
tle extra presents we snap up 
at the last minute in the hope 


they’ll make the original gifts 
we chose look better. 

A survey of 3,000 people, by 
Currys and PC World, found 
we spend an average of £16.79 
each on such presents, despite 
the same research also show¬ 
ing most people start plan¬ 
ning their presents up to eight 
weeks in advance of the big 
day. 

Dr Karen Pine, a psycholo¬ 
gist, says: “Choosing the right 
gifts at Christmas is one of the 
most stressful events of the 
year as people feel under pres¬ 
sure to get it absolutely right. 

“This pressure leads to a be¬ 
havioural phenomenon that 
we call ‘gift creep’. 

“This is when people buy 
additional gifts because they 
worry that what they’ve cho¬ 
sen isn’t enough, or isn’t quite 
up to scratch.” 

Although this concern about 
getting things right is princi¬ 
pally aimed at the gifts we are 
giving, it does seep over to the 


ones we’re receiving too. Over 
a third of those surveyed said 
they wish loved ones would 
stick to a specific list of pre¬ 
sents, rather than trying to use 
their own initiative when buy¬ 
ing a Christmas gift, and 30% 
said they go for the direct ap¬ 
proach and tell their nearest 
and dearest exactly want they 
want and where to buy it. 

Needless to say, the research 
also pointed to some differenc¬ 
es between men and women 
in their gift-buying behaviour. 
Women said they start picking 
up on hints dropped up to 13 
weeks before Christmas, while 
men listen for subtle mentions 
up to nine weeks before. A wily 
10% of both sexes said they 
monitored posts on social me¬ 
dia for extra hints. 

But while it would be 
tempting to think all this 
planning and hint-hunting 
was enough to feel under 
control of what’s under the 
tree, the rise of ‘gift creep’ 


clearly proves otherwise. 

Here are the five signs to 
watch out for: 

■ You say you’ve “finished” 
your Christmas shopping but 
still buy little extras every time 
you go out. You worry that 
a loved one won’t like what 
you’ve bought them, so you 
add another gift, like a box of 
luxury chocolates, on top to 
soften the impact of any dis¬ 
appointment. 

■ Before someone visits, you 
have a last-minute hunt round 
the house to see if there’s any¬ 
thing else you could give them. 

■ After wrapping your gifts, 
you become anxious the size 
and number looks rather 
small. 

■ You tot up how much you’ve 
spent on people and try to 
even up the amounts. 

■ You buy a gift for some¬ 
one, forgetting you’ve already 
bought them something, and 
end up giving them both pre¬ 
sents.

Robin Hood 

hits the target

THE Cambridge Arts Theatre panto is a bit like a trip 
to Pizza Express: you always know roughly what 
you’re going to get - and it’s always exactly what you 
want. 

Though company members may come and go, 
there are certain traditions that must always endure: 
you know, for example, that the ravens will leave 
the Tower before the Arts panto foregoes a 'messy' 
scene with buckets of slop and the most wince- 
inducing pratfalls this side of Norman Wisdom. 

If this suggests a tick-box approach, or anyone 
going through the motions, nothing could be further 
from the truth. Every year, producer Dave Murphy 
and his team succeed in finding inventive new ways 
of playing the old riffs so that, whether it's your 
first Arts panto or your 31st, no-one goes home 
disappointed. 

This year's model brings magic and folklore to the 
fore: from the flying bicycle that opens the show 
to the scenes of the young royal babes lost in the 
enchanted forest - home to some impressive talking 
trees - and the wicked old hag of a witch, there's a 


real fairytale quality to the story. 

It's also the most musical panto I've ever seen, with 
the cast breaking out into variations on pop classics 
every few minutes. That might test the patience of 
some children (mainly boys, I suspect) but my five- 
year-old son assured me he "sort of' enjoyed them. 

It was the only thing in the production to draw 
anything like a lukewarm response: elsewhere, he 
was dazzled by just about everything, cheering on 
Robin and his Merry Men in their struggle against 
the wicked Sheriff of Nottingham, and laughing so 
hard when (sensitive children be warned) the latter 
chopped the head off a Peppa Pig toy I thought he 
might be in danger of losing his own. 

Former Coronation Street and The Bill star Stephen 
Beckett is fabulous as the boo-hiss (and camp as 
Christmas) Sheriff, reprising his crowd-pleasing 
shtick from last year's Jack and the Beanstalk of 
taunting the audience for our lack of good breeding, 
with our 'minging' faces and Primark and George at 
Asda clothing. 

West End star Ross Hunter is suitably dashing 


as Robin (though his insistence on singing in an 
American accent is a bit jarring for England's 
greatest folk hero) but it's Lorna Want's spunky 
Maid Marian who has the real cojones - she's 
smarter and braver than the hero, and can kick his 
ass in a fight, to boot. Sophie Isaacs is equally gutsy 
as magical sprite Beyonce Willoweb, while Jonny 
Weldon, Ian Redford and Richard Earl are strong 
comic foils as Will Scarlett, Friar Tuck and Little 
John. 

Inevitably, though, it's Arts panto mainstay Matt 
Crosby - who co-wrote the script with director 
Michael Fentiman - who steals the show as Nurse 
Nelly, bringing a large dollop of sauce of to this plum 
pudding, not least in a hilarious labour scene - I've 
seen plenty of pantos in my time, but watching a 
fully-grown man emerge from the dame's bloomers 
has to be a first. 

The relentless gag rate makes room for some 
old favourites - including a welcome return for 
the Cambridge United bra (little support and no 
cups, I thank you), while much sport is made of 


anachronistic references to Facebook, twerking and 
the Sheriff slapping an ASBO on Robin Hoodie. It's 
also a surprisingly sexy show, choreographer Kevan 
Allen's dancers bringing some Chicago-style sass to 
a series of not overly-dressed routines.

Each 
morning, I tell my son a story on the way to school. 
For the last six months, the request has either been 
for a story about Doctor Who or those darned 
Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles. The morning after 
the panto, he wanted a story about Robin Hood 
versus the Sheriff of Nottingham. They say panto 
is the perfect introduction to theatre for children. 
There's your proof.

WALKING WITH DINOSAURS

IN October 1999, six years 
after Steven Spielberg 
restored Tyrannosaurus Rex 
to the top of the food chain 
in Jurassic Park , the BBC 
unveiled its groundbreaking 
series Walking With 
Dinosaurs. 

Narrated by Kenneth 
Branagh, the programme 
employed state-of-the-art 
animatronics and computer¬ 
generated effects to step back 
in time to the Mesozoic Era. 

The six-part journey into 
a lost world populated by 
majestic beasts captivated 
viewers and won numerous 
awards, including two 
BAFTAs and three Emmys. 

Now comes Walking With 
Dinosaurs - The 3D Movie, 
the next evolution employing 
dazzling visuals to explore 
a familiar story of triumph 
against adversity in the late 
Cretaceous period. 

Screenwriter John Collee's 
simplistic script emphasises 
the educational aspects by 
repeatedly freeze-framing the 
action to provide us with the 
genus, English translation and 
feeding classification of each 


dinosaur. 

Humour is pitched at 
younger audiences - the 
opening sequence is a feast of 
dino-poop - with occasional 
concessions to parents. 

A clumsy yet well- 
intentioned framing device 
introduces Bulldust, the leader 
of a herd of herbivorous 
Pachyrhinosaurus. Bulldust 
must impose his authority on 
younger rivals while keeping 
an eye on his newly hatched 
brood including Scowler 
(voiced by Skyler Stone) and 
his weakling brother Patchi 
(Justin Long). 

As the siblings grow up, 
Patchi learns to compensate 
for his small stature to 
overcome the obstacles 


that life throws at him and 
woo his sweetheart, Juniper 
(Tiya Sircar). All the while 
his wise-cracking best friend 
Alex (John Leguizamo) 
keeps a close eye on Patchi 
as together they face the 
merciless Gorgosaurus, high¬ 
flying Pterosaurs and the 
chicken-like Hesperonychus. 

Walking With Dinosaurs 
- The 3D Movie is visually 
arresting edutainment that 
makes fleeting use of the eye¬ 
popping format. 

Scenes that might be a tad 
scary for the very young 
are preceded by a verbal 
warning from Alex, giving 
parents sufficient time to 
create a cuddle cage from the 
necessary bloodshed.

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THE FORD MUSTANG: Around £30k for four-cylinder version 

First right-hand Mustang on the way 


FORD has unveiled its 
latest generation Mustang 
muscle car, which for the 
first time will come to the 
UK in right-hand drive form. 
The car, which will go on 
sale towards the end of 
2014, claims to be lighter 
and more advanced than its 
predecessor. 

Also new is a 2.3-litre, 

305 horsepower engine, 


which Ford hopes will 
boost the Mustang's eco 
credentials in Europe 
without detracting from 
the car's performance. 
Traditionalists have nothing 
to fear, however, as Ford 
has retained the car's 
signature 5.0-litre V8 motor. 

Technical improvements 
to the car - now in its 50th 
year - include a revised 


suspension set-up, reduced 
weight and an infotainment 
and navigation system 
specifically tailored for the 
European market. 

Although the car is a year 
away from appearing in the 
UK, current estimates put 
the Mustang's entry-level 
price at around the £30,000 
mark for the four-cylinder 
model.

HELPING HAND: From the Bank of Mum and Dad 


PARENTS in the East of 
England are forking out 
an average of £579 a year 
just to help their children 
keep their cars on the 
road. 

Almost half (47 per 
cent) of the region’s 
young drivers questioned 
in the study said they 
rely on the Bank of Mum 
and Dad to cover running 
costs and motor insur¬ 
ance to the tune of £48.30 
a month. 

The survey by The

“We recognise the bur¬ 
den faced by young driv¬

More than one in five 
young drivers (21 per 
cent) in the region say 
their parents have helped 
them to buy a car, and 
one in five (20 per cent) 
receive cash from parents 
to help them pay for car 
insurance. 


One in six are 
bump parkers 


BRITISH motorists are facing a 
£lbn repair bill every yearl as a re¬ 
sult of parking incidents and ‘bump 
parking’. Almost one in six (16 per 
cent) drivers admit to regularly 
‘bump parking,’ allowing their car 
to knock into other parked vehicles 
or the curb when getting into or out 
of parking spaces. 

New research from Churchill Car 
Insurance highlights that haphaz¬ 
ard parking is a widespread and 
costly problem, with 16 per cent 
of drivers admitting they damaged 
their car or another driver’s vehicle 
whilst attempting to park in the last 
year alone. Of those who footed the 
bill for the damage themselves, the 
average repair bill was £328. 

The findings indicate that some 
motorists are so uncomfortable nav¬ 
igating their vehicle into a space, 
they even actively avoid some of 
the most common parking situa¬ 
tions. One in five (20 per cent) driv¬ 
ers say they avoid parallel parking 
when possible, whilst 17 per cent 
also avoid parking their vehicle if 
another driver is watching. Eleven 
per cent of motorists avoid park¬ 
ing in multi-storey car parks and a 
further eight per cent avoid parking 
when it’s dark. 


The study also found that many 
motorists have flouted parking re¬ 
strictions to park in ‘easier’ spaces 
within the past year: 

■ 10 per cent have parked in parent 
and child spaces when they haven’t 
got a child 

■ Nine per cent have parked on 
double yellow lines 

■ Six per cent have parked in the 
middle of two spaces 

■ Five per cent have parked in a 
marked disabled bay without hav¬ 
ing a blue badge 

Steve Barrett, head of Churchill 
Car Insurance, said: “It could be 
down to a lack of confidence be¬ 
hind the wheel, or it could be that 
cars have got bigger and roads 
have become more congested, but 
for some reason motorists seem to 
be struggling with parking their 
cars. So-called ‘bump parking’ 
might seem easier at the time, 
but if it results in some damage to 
their car, motorists could end up 
counting the cost later.” 

The likelihood and cost of dam¬ 
age from parking incidents and 
‘bump parking’ is substantially 
higher amongst younger drivers, 
with a quarter (26 per cent) aged 
18-34 admitting to ‘bump parking’.

Butler lodges 
ban appeal 

GERARD Butler has lodged an 
appeal against the five-year 
ban imposed by the British 
Horseracing Authority over the 
use of banned steroids on some 
of his horses. 

The results of a BHA inquiry 
held in November were released 
two weeks ago, with trainer 
Butler having admitted all seven 
charges against him relating to 
samples of an anabolic steroid 
found in horses in his care. 

Nine horses produced positive 
samples, five identified as the 
joint treatment Sungate, which 
contains the banned anabolic 
steroid stanozolol. Considered 
even more serious was Butler's 
admission of administering 
another substance, Rexogin, to 
four horses himself. 

Butler said he had made a 
"big mistake" following the 
inquiry, but has now decided to 
contest the result of the hearing. 

The BHA tweeted: "Gerard 
Butler has appealed against 
the findings of the Disciplinary 
Panel on 4 Dec 2013 and the 
penalties imposed upon him. 

"Butler was disqualified for 
five years after admitting seven 
breaches of the Rules of Racing. 

"No date for a hearing has 
yet been set. Butler will remain 
a disqualified person in the 
meantime."

Scott Paterson atoned for his 
earlier error by restoring the Jockeys’ 
lead and the hosts’ case appeared 
to be helped even further when a 
Gorleston player was sent off in the 
75th minute for picking up a second 
yellow card. 

But the dismissal galvanised the 
visitors and three quick goals in the 
final 10 minutes, all from corners, 
gave them the win. 

“It was an absolutely fantastic 
game of football with some really 
good goals,” said Newmarket boss 
Kevin Grainger. 

“Both defences were missing play¬ 
ers but on the attacking side some of 
the football was above the standard 
of this league. 

“It was a strange game though 
because as a team we played well 


but individual errors cost us. And it 
was the same for them as well. 

“We matched one of the best 
teams in the division. We lost the 
game through errors near the end of 
the match. I thought we’d got rid of 
that problem but it’s come back so 
it’s something I’m going to have to 
have a look at.” 

Newmarket host Godmanchester 
on Saturday and are then away to 
Thetford on December 28. 

Mildenhall Town drew 1-1 at 
Brightlingsea but manager Christian 
Appleford admitted he was a little 
disappointed his team did not take 
all three points. 

Mildenhall conceded after just 
five minutes but they soon got back 
into the game and Alex Steed scored 
from Ben Coe’s cross in the 25th 
minute to equalise. 

With Lee Hulyer making his debut 
in goal in place of the unavailable 
Josh Pope, the visitors had most of 
the possession in the second half 
but did not create clear openings. 

“We went there missing a few 
players but we played in a system 
and formation that suited those we 
had available,” said Appleford. 

“They did really well. If we can go 
to places like that and play at that 
level all the time we’ll be alright. 

“Once we get some of our injured 
players back we’ll definitely be right 
up there.” 

Mildenhall host Kirkley & 
Pakefield on Saturday and are away 
to Norwich United on December 28.
